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COUNCILMEN MAKE 
SLIGHT CHANGE 
IN PROPOSED LAW 


Preliminary steps in the adop- 
tion of civil service in Upland 
were advanced at last night’s 
meeting of the city council with 
the proposed ordinance in its fin- 
{shed documentary form to be 
submitted for first officiai read- 
ing by the councilmen January 6, 
1944. , 

It was unofficially agreed that 
the city attorney and city judge 
will not be included in the plan 
and that temporary employes may 
be at work six months before their 
job is included. The wording in 
the ordinance is to be properly | 
changed to conform with these 
suggestions prior to the next 
meeting. 

All other employes will be in- 
cluded without examination. | 
OPPOSES PLAN 

All councilmen except Ray R. 
Sherwood expressed themselves 
favorably for civil service. Mr. 
Sherwood, who took a_ definite 
stand against the plan two weeks 
ago, reiterated his views last 
night as “believing that Upland 
is not large enough to need civil 
service and that as long as the 
department heads know their men 
and their needs, the spoils sys- 
tem will not prevail.” 

The other councilmen in dis- 
cussing various angles of the plan, 
all expressed the conclusions 
“that it is a step in the right di- 
rection for the community as a 
whole as well as the employes”. 

Mayor Nisbet added: “I can see 
no real disadvantage to the plan 
and as the town grows it will 
have greater advantages.” 

RETIREMENT DISCUSSED 

Councilman Richard Ibanez, 
who two weeks ago voted to table 
the proposal, brought up the mat- 
ter of a retirement plan and re- 
ported that insurance company 
representatives were here this 
week to get information about the 
city and its employes. City Man- 
ager Richard G. Manley said the 
insurance men had volunteered to 
make a survey and submit a pro- 
posed retirement plan for consid- 
eration. 

A retirement plan, if adopted, 
might result in an increase of five 
cents in the tax rates, Mr. Man- 
ley said. 

Councilmen James E. Goodban 
and E. Tweed Stone expressed the 
belief the city would gain through 
adoption of the civil service plan.

What Will Happen Here If Los Angeles

Nearly a million and a half people from other states 
have coine to California to help out in defense plants. Their 
coming and the defense program as a whole has brought a 
drastic change in the mode of living in many areas. About 
981% per cent of these defense workers expect to remain in 
California when the war job is done, according to a recent 


Survey. At the same time some of the thousands upon 
thousands of soldiers who have been stationed in the state 
will settle down here—also when their job is finished, 

After the war, people of other sections of the hemisphere 
will remember that this state is a land of sunshine and 
sparkling water, snow-capped mountains and nestling green 


valleys. They will come to breath its air, to vaeation, and 


as always, many of them will remain. 

We know not if Los Angeles will become the nation’s 
No. 1 metropolis, but actually a new world is being made 
here. California will never be the same again. It is grow- 
ing; it is expanding—and its future lies out in the Pacifie, 
where our boys are conquering the widerness. 

Many new problems have arisen and many more will 
arise as the result of the changed times. Citrus growers are 
well aware of the new conditions that have already resulted 
from the new industrialization of the state. Many more 
changes are likely, 

Once strictly a citrus growing area. Upland is in the di- 
rect path of the future industrial development. Many peo- 
ple, with enthusiasm, weleome the coming of the new de- 
velopment. Other people, remembering the good old days, 
seek to divert the industrial development from this area. 

But a fence cannot be erected around Upland. Southern 
California has too many advantages to forestall growth and 
development, and a new era has already arrived. 

If Los Angeles is to become the No. 1 city in the nation, 
what will happen to Upland?

new development. All we need is a vision of tomorrow.

Cal-Aero Instructor 
Recalls Early Days 





How would you like to sign up 
for flying instruction under a pilot 
who had @ total of 15 hours fly- 
ing time? 

Such things don’t happen now, 
but they did in the pioneer days 
and Al Ebrite, head of the in- 
structors’ school at Cal-Aero 
academy, was the pupil. 

Ebrite, who holds U. S. Trans- 
port Pilot license 212 and Feder- 
ation Aeronautique International 
license 178, and who has logged 
nearly 10,000 hours, attended the 
world’s first aviation meet at 
Dominguez, near San Pedro, in 
1910, and decided right then he 
had to become a flyer. 

He had his first ride in 1914 
with the veteran Frank Champion 
in a Bleriot open-fuselage ship 
that deluged him with oil during 
the flight. He started flying him- 
self in 1917. 

He took up his first student 
when he had a total of 15 hours, 
six of them solo, and, in later 
years operated his own aeronau- 
tical concern at Daugherty field 
in Long Beach. 

Early day attraction of Ebrite’s 
was his “jumping bag”’, a balloon 
with just enough gas to enable 
the rider to spring in the air and 
ride a hundred feet per hop.
